Coroner Francis Stanhope Wednes- 


day afternoon began an inquest into 
the death of Edward J. McCatm, the 
lineman who was killed on Bellevue 
avenue ou July 20. The inquest was 
held at the police station and 
the 


widow and eh 
of the deceased were 


present aa spectators. 


Officer -Moore testified to being near 


the scene of the fatality; saw McCaun 
start up the pole aud fall back. Wit- 
ness and Foreman Baiu examined the 
body aud pronounced him dead. Mes- 
sages were sent for doctors aud au am- 
bulance. 


Dr. Wheatlaud testified that JSIcCaun 


was dead when be arrived upon the 
scene. There were no marks upon the 
body to indicate the cause'of death. 


Foreman Thomas Bain told of the 


accident as he saw it He bad warned 
McCann when he started up the pale, 
lie hearda faint cry and saw McCann 
fall to the ground. Witness hurried to 
him and told of the efforts to resuscitate 
him after Office Moore bad pronounced 
him dead. lie could not say that that 
particular pole was any more danger- 
ous tbau any in the city. 


Several men who were at work near 


by told their version of the accident, 
which did not materially differ from 
each other. 
Frederick f. Lee, who 


prepared the body for burial, testified 
tbat tbeie were no marks of any kind 
upon the body.

postal clerk finds such a coin In a 
mall pouch where it has worked out 
from insufficient wrappings not only 
does, he miss this elation, but it may 
provoke p-vUmity.

in transit becomes a mutter for na- 
tional concern. It comes to view per- 
hap» just as a pouch of mall is emp- 
tied upon a sorting table, and when 
it has broken away from the bunch of 
letteni and cards and circulars, roll- 
ed to an open space on the table and 
there settled down, heads or tails, with 
a noisy spinning dance, the clerk who 
first sees it Is "it."

postal clerk the clerk wouldn't dare 
try to restore the coin to the original 
package. That would be too easy al- 
together. 


No. it is a lost nickel from the mo- 


ment the clerk has to see it spinning 
there before his e.ves. and according to 
the tender governmental conscience the 
clerk has to get ready for tbe inau- 
guration of about $18.43 worth of fuss 
over it. 


For himself lie doesn't dare to go to 


bed for a short nap until he has got 
rid of his i) eents' worth of responsi- 
bility to the government for the ac- 
tion of the fool person from whom tbe 
nickel was parted. 
He digs up his 


printed form for such occasions print- 
ed and provided and at once tills out 
a long blank, describing the coin, tell- 
ing the circumstances of its being 
found and whether it landed heads or 
tails on tbe table, naming the pouch 
from which it was emptied, the num- 
ber of tbe train carrying it, the date 
and a few other details.

For 
the first hero, Hancock, "The Superb;" 
for the second. Brigadier General Nel- 
son A. Miles. 


The Weldon road, running 
from 


North Carolina Into the besieged city 
of Petersburg, served Lee's Intrenched 
army as a Hue of supply, aud after the 
great siege had fairly begun it became 
a necessity for Grant to break up the 
line. A few miles of track close to 
Petersburg were destroyed, but the 
zealous Confederates simply bridged 
the awkward gap by wagoning their 
freight across it to the Petersburg 
camps. Finally General Hancock was 
sent ont with an expedition to extend 
the break farther south. He marched 


unm In gray, comprising five brigades, 
made a bold dash acroaa the open 
space swept by Hancock's guns. For 
a moment it Isoked as though tie rash 
assailants would be destroyed, but at 
the supreme moment a provisional 
brigade of Federals ran away from 
the works and allowed the enemy to 
enter at a critical point between two 
of Hancock'* advanced batteries. 


Hancock saw toe break in the line 


and hastened to call up a brigade lying 
as a reserve to the cownrdly one which 
had run away. These men refused to 
move and hugged the ground like par- 
tridges. Miles saw the plight of his 
chief and quickly Joined him. although 
he had at his back nothing more than 
his headuurters staff and guard, the 
main body of his troops being hard at 
work buffeting the enemy. With his 
handful the gallant leader charged 
the swarming ranks of the Confeder-

Many ptople assembled at tbe rait 


road •lailon ou Thursday evening last, 
at 6 o'clock, to catch a glimpse of the 
Presldeut and Mrs. Mooeevelt upon tbe 
event of tbelr uild-suuiuicr return to 
the capital. Hi* speech of acceptance 
the day before, at Oyster Bay, bad 
given general aud genuine satlnfuctlou 
to all Republican*, for It. direct lies* of 
KtHtemenl, It* sincerity, It* modsety, 
and the manner In which were ex- 
preened his own view* and the politic* 
of (he Republican party. As usual 
the President shook hands with the 
engineers who had brought him safely 
over the road, aud wait at once driven 
to the While House, fragrant with flow- 
ers, where dinner was immediately 
served. 
Yesterday many prominent 


politician* paid their respect*, aud the 
campaign being open, considerable in- 
formation was made public. Senator 
Proctor of Vermont, who to not at all 
worried over tbe strike at bis marble 
quarries, told the President tli* Graeu 
Mountain State would roll up a ma- 
jority of 25,000; and that Secretary Wil- 
son of tbe Department of Agriculture, 
and Speaker Cannon, will take the 
stump about the middle of August. A 
better choice of speakers for the farm- 
er* of Vermont could hardly be made. 
Proctor, Wilson and Cauuou are much 
alike and are plain, earnest and im- 
pressive speaker*. General Howard, 
who al*o lives iu Vermont, told tbe

visited the disturbed districts aud per- 
sonally saw that protection was given 
to the houses of foreigners. The ener- 
getic and prompt action of Powell lins 
no doubt saved not only the property 
but the lives of foreigners, and pre- 
vented greater disturbances. 


During yesterday forenoon bands of 


soldiers, throwing stones, prevented

stores. American citizens hoisted the 
Stars and Stripes over their residences 
and some of them sough} refuge in the

Prepared For Emergenclee 


Washington, Aug. 5.—It is a curious 


(act that while Minister Leishmau at 
Constantinople Is leaking to secure 
from tbe Turkish government certain 
rights for American citizens resident 
there, Mr. Powell should be engaged in 
protecting Turkish subjects In Port au 
Prince and in the rest of the Haytien 
republic.

Washington, Aug. 5.—The officials 


of the state department do not care to 
pass any opinion upon the legality, 
from an international standpoint, of 
the action of the Itusslan prize court at 
Vladivostok in the case of the steamer 
Arabia, until some obscure points lu 
the decision are cleared up. Although 
the department lias Dually decided that 
It will not promulgate any set of rules 
which it regards as proper to govern 
the conduct of neutnil commerce and 
shipping in belligerent waters or on the 
high seas, It undoubtedly will, lu the 
course of treatment of the separate 
cases of seizure of 
American goods 


during the progress of the war, suf- 
ficiently define the view of the Amer- 
ican government on this subject. 


Tbe Arabia ease is likely to develop 


strongly one important contention on 
the part of this government, that food- 
stuffs on a neutral ship are not subject 
to seizure even in the war zone, pro- 
vided they are not intended for the use 
of the army or navy of a belligerent. 
It has been supposed that the Russian 
government Itself subscribed fully to 
this rule, nnd that is why Washington 
is waiting to learn what unknown and 
qualifying conditions were developed 
before the Vladivostok prize court to 
Justify the eonliscation of American 
Hour consigned to Japanese individuals 
and not to the government nor intended 
for its use. 
It Is feit here that the 


Russian government fully understands 
the distinction which Is here drawn be- 
tween individual and national prop- 
erty. 


Among the rules adopted 
by the 


Russian government at the outbreak of 
the war, rule 10 (denning contraband) 
reads: 


"In general, everything Intended for 


warfare on land or sea; also rice, food- 
stuffs, horses, beasts of burden and 
other animals which may be used in 
time of war, when they are transported 
for account of or in destination of the 
enemy." 


The "enemy" above referred to 19 


here regarded as the Japanese govern- 
ment and not some merchant doing 
tmslness In Yokohama and supplying 
American flour to the working people 
of thnt city and not receiving It in con- 
signment on account of the .Japanese 
nrmy or navy. This view was clearly 
developed during the Moer war. 


Counsel for the Portland 
Milling 


company were before the department 
and Insisted that the entire cargo of the 
Arabia was individually consigned and 
consequently that there was not one 
pound of contraband goods liable to 
seizure aboard the ship. 


There Is no disposition here to pur- 


sue this matter In any heat, hut it Is 
pointed out that our own experience, 
as late as tbe Spanish wnr. was that 
these prize cases were beset with in- 
finite difficulty of adjustment, no two 
being precisely alike. 


Therefore the «tnte department will 


proceed flelibenitely with the prepara- 
tion of its case, trying to avoid raising 
any unnecessary side issues, and ani- 
mated by the single purpose of securing 
Just that amount of protection 
for 


American trade witn the far east to 
which it In entitled under the prin- 
ciples of modern international law. 


To Confiscate Part of Cargo 


Vladivostok, 
Aug. 
5.—The prize 


court has decided to confiscate such 
portion of the cargo of the Portland 
and Asiatic line steamer Arabia (cap- 
tured by the Vladivostok squadron) as 
was consigned to Japanese ports, name- 
ly 59,000 pounds of flour and the rail- 
road equipment, this portion constitut- 
ing less than half the bulk and weight 
of her cargo, the remainder consisting 
of 142,500 pounds of flour, being con- 
signed to Hong Kong. The confiscated 
portion of the cargo is now being un- 
loaded. As soon as this is completed 
the steamer will be released.

AFRICA. 


The W»»T Thmt Ham« Wa* Bestowed 


Upon the Continent. 


The name Africa was given by the 


Roman conquerors, after the third 
Pnnic war, B. C. 146, to tho province 
which they formed to cover the terri- 
tory of Carthage. It was most prob- 
ably adopted from tbe word "Afry- 
gah," the Corthagenian term for a col- 
ony. 


This original Africa was limited in 


«tent. Its borders reached, according 
to Pliny, from the River Tusca on the 
west, which divided It from^Numidio, 
to the bottom.of the Syrtii*Minor on 
the southeast, though Ptolemy carries 
It as far east as the bottom of the 
Great Syrtts, making It include Nuinl- 
dia and Trlpulitanu. 


In later days the whole African con- 


tinent took its name from this purt, 
Which In its narrower limits corre- 
sponded with the modern regency of 
Tunis and was called by the Greeks 
Lybla. Afriuus, the stormy southwest 
wind, was so called in Italy because it 
blew from Africa.

Auiericau poetry but the facts aud 
traditions upou which it Is based aud 
tbe singular' legeud which is inter- 
woven with the story are known to but 
comparatively few. 


1 he story itself is so singular as to 


border upon the marvelous aud the 
legendary sequel, divested of its super- 
natural features and regarded from the 
view point of calm, pitiless logic or 
inoderu science, awius impossible of 
solution. 


Wbiltier with the usual licsuse of the 


poet added some features to the story 
itself" which will uot bear historical 
analysis aud through incorrect aud 
incomplete information did unconscious 
injustice to a community uf hardy but 
< Jod-fearing people. 


Block Islaud,faunoas now a** a summer 


resort, is situated oil' the south shore 
of Rhode Islaud at the eutrauce to 
Xarragausett Hay ou the north aud to 
Long Islaud Souud ou tbe west. 
It 


was settled iu 1601 by sixteen families 
from eastern .Massachusetts aud they 
aud their descendants cleared it of 
forest and stone aud for uiauy genera- 
tions lived tbe hardy pioneer lite of 
farmers and rlshermeu, having infre- 
quent aud Irregular coiutuuuicattou 
witli their neighbors ou the main- 
laud. 


About the year 1750, occurred the 


loss of the ship Palatine aud the pur- 
pose of this article is to tell the story as 
explicitly as it cau be told aud to de- 
scribe the peculiar manifestations which 
gave riae to the legeud which Whittier 
has immortalized. 


Of historical data, as the term is 


usually understood, there is absolutely 
none, but the traditioual account cau 
be verified in a score of ways so satis- 
.fautory that the abseuce of written rec- 
ord is comparatively 
unimportant. 


The writer was deeply interested iu the 
story aud the legeud more than thirty 
years ago aud began au iuvestigatiou, 
the results of which are here related. 


He has conversed with more than 


twenty people,who iu their young days 
had heard the story from persons who 
were living when the ship came ashore; 
iiis own grandmother, who was born 
iu 1799, had repeatedly heard the story 
from the lips of her grandmother, who 
was twelveyearsold when the vessel was 
wrecked; who received a dress pattern 
of East India calico or "chintz patches" 
JIB It was then called, from oue of the 
passengers aud it was to the house of 
her father, Edward Sands, one of the 
<;hlef magnates of the Islaud, that a 
number of the passengers were taken 
•This house, by the way, is still stand 
Jug ou the property of the late John B 
Payne aud is now used as a hay barn 
though occupied by Mr. Payne as a 
•dwelling-house up to withiu twenty 
.years. 


A number of the passengers who were 


.brought ashore, died—possibly all but 
one of them—aud are buried together 
•ou a little plot of grouud ou the south 
west part of the Island but one of them, 
a woman servaut, married a uegro slave 
belougiug_to a Mr. Littlelield aud sev- 
eral of her descendants latill reside on 
the Islaud. 


These facts and the additional oue 


that the traditioual ,accouut s agree iu 
-all essential points are reasonable if uot 
conclusive 
evidence of the 
geueral 


truth of the story,which briefly told is 
as follows: 


Iu the latter part of 1751-2, the Pala- 


tine sailed from some part of Holland, 
with a party of well-to-do Dutch emi- 
grants, who iuteuded to settle near 
Philadelphia. 
They brought with 


them their wealth iu a portable form 
aud the captain and officers, aided of 
course by the crew, conceived the pro- 
ject of robbing and abandoning .their 
helpless passengers. Cruel and heartless 
they us were, however, they seemed to 
lack the courage which would have dic- 
tated the plan of scuttling the ship on 
the theory that dead men tell no tales. 


They put the passengers ou short al- 


lowance of food aud water, though 
there was an ample supply of both on 
board, charging them the most exhor- 
bitant prices for each of these necessi- 
ties, until they were satisfied that they 
had secured their last dollar. 


For six weeks after they had sighted 


the coast, they lay "off aud on," never 
it would appear resorting to actual 
violence, but simply allowing hunger 
and thirst to do their perfect work. 
At last, on a bright wiuter's morning 
during the 
holiday week 
between 


Christmas 
and 
New Year's, they 


beached tbe ship oa the "hummock," 
a shoal spot at that time bare at low- 
water, 
but now more than a ruile 


from the 
nearest land, this 
beiug 


Handy Point, the northern extremity of 
the Island. 


The Islanders went oil" to her iu boats 


and at high water towed her off aud 
into what is now known as Breach 
Cove, near the eutrauce to New Harbor, 
the great yachting rendezvous. 


The crew had escaped in their boats 


rowing for the mainland, the nearest 
part of which, the south coast of Rhode 
Islaud, was distant about ten miles. 
The living passengers, many of them 
had died already, were, with the excep- 
tion of one woman, taken ashore aud 
kindly cared for. Most of them were 
taken to the houses of Edward Sands 
and of Simon Kay, the two leading 
men and magistrates of the Island. 
It 


may be said here that two of the daugh- 
ters of Simon Bay married Governors 
of Rhode Islaud, and that a grand- 
daughter 
married Gen. Nathaniel

It would not bt 
mnuge, not half no strung* a* uiauy of 
the known Incident* of this story, If 
some of them ultimately reached their 
Intended destitution, and if Home of 
their descendants are still living iu I lie 
po»sesslou, perhaps, of more exact data 
than Is accessible to the writer. 


One woman,.as tits been said, refused 


to leave the wreck; she had become 
crazed by her losses and her sufferings 
aud could not be Induced to come 
ashore with the rest. During the follow- 
ing night, either by inadvertence or 
purposely, she bet lire to the ship aud 
perished in the tlauies. 


A few aud a few ouly of die personal 


effects of the passengers were saved 
aud these have long since gone into 
the possession of relic collectors, al- 
though it is still possible for enthusiastic 
collectors to Hud what they will be as- 
sured are Palatine relics.

somewhat better, because the Panama 
Railroad owus the laud ou which the 
town is built and keeps that part whicli 
it occupies scrupulously clean. Here, 
the foreign residents—cousul, shipping 
agents, railway officers and the like— 
live directly upon the shores of 4be 
Caribbean and are fanned by the grand- 
ly constant northeast "trades." But 
the natives and Jamaican negroes live 
mostly iu a swamp uud on low grouud 
without drainage and without running 
water, iu tbe state of indescribable filth 
which Is fatal, uot ouly to themselves 
but eveu more so to those others who 
are reared in more temperate climes. 


It Is Impossible to know tbe precise 


population of the Isthmus today, but 
probably It does not exceed 75,000, aud 
these consist iu the order of numerical 
importance of: Jamaican uegroes;"Cho- 
los" (half-breed Spanish and Indians); 
Chinese, and pure whites, principally 
French and English speaking. Except 
for the whites, the mauuer of life is 
much like,that already described in 
Panama aud Colon, butamellorated by 
lees density of population aud the easy 
access to water. In cofisequeuce, the 
death rate IB probably lower and per- 
sonal cleanliness at a much higher pre- 
mium. 


Upou the beginning of operations, 


however, iu the construction of the 
canal, the present rural population will 
be trebled or quadrupled, aud, lacking 
active preparations toward caring for 
them, tbe lllth of Panama and Colon 
will be duplicated, with added dangers 
due to uiauy thousands of unaccllmat- 
ed people,indivldual8 among whom uot 
ouly will be infected themselves but 
will serve as a inearus of infectiug 
others. 


Although this question of sanitation 


in a biological oue at bottom, the con- 
ditions under which tropical disem 
are bred aud spread are thoroughly un- 
derstood aud their prevention has be- 
come a distinct branch of engineering. 
Hence, the solution of this problem as 
it relates to tbe isthmus of Panama 
must rest with engineers, and the most 
competent sanitary engineers in the 
world are uot .too competent for the 
work. Expressed in the plainest terms, 
probably plenty of ruuuiug water,com- 
paratively free of bacteria, aud dry, 
well-ordered surroundings, are the sim- 
ple necessaries for a healthful life iu 
this laud of fevers. Other precautions 
follow, but with quautities of pure wa- 
ter and the abolition of breeding places 
for mosquitoes, the chief requirements 
will be met since, with a pleutit'ul wa- 
tersupply iu every bouse, the disposal- 
of waste becomes easy, where otherwise 
it is difficult or impossible in any 
healthful mauuer. 


Of coustaut streams, there Is no lack 


ou the isthmus, aud tbe billy nature of 
the whole country makes tbe construc- 
tion and operation of septic tanks an 
easy matter, so that in proper hands 
this question resolves Itself Into oue of 
time aud money; whereof the former is 
of the first importance, if work is to be 
started under healthful conditions with- 
in a reasonable period. 


The same statement apply 
to the 


city of Panama, where the grades also 
are favorable to quick drainage, and 
the presence of that greatest of all scav- 
engers—the sea—even simplifies the 
matter. An estimate of the cost of 
bringing a sufficient supply of pure 
water to the city, reaches ouly the small 
sum of $300,000. Aud there theu re- 
main for settlement ouly the question 
of paviug and draiuage, of which the 
first will nearly solve the second. Colon 
already has a partial supply of water, 
aud to increase it indefinitely presents 
no difficulties, but to secure proper 
drainage, the towu, which is uow very 
flat, must be chauged to a warped sur- 
face aud this cauuot be beguu too soon, 
sirceit involves the condemnation of 
maTiy structures aud the placiug of 
much material. 
CiOne of the greatest drawbacks to life 
ou the isthmus, the cause of most dis- 
satisfaction aua the root of most of the 
uuhappiuess,is the utter lack of "somt • 
thiugtodo"—somewhere logo. The out- 
look fr om the railway officers' com- 
pound is exquisitely beautiful, aud pet- 
fectly monotonous. Tbe sea laps the 
road aud there it stops—physically 
aud 
ligtira ively—since the 
sharks 


make swimming dangerous aud the 
water is too shallow for comfortable 
bathing near shore. Yet the opportu- 
nity for making a pleasure ground of 
this spot is one seldom offered. Bath- 
ing |KX)ls safe 
from sharks, for the 


use of the foreign population, might 
easily be constructed, and the coral 
with which the beach Is covered fur- 
nishes an inexhaustible supply of road- 
making material. These two things— 
a place to bathe aud a cbauce to walk, 
ride or drive—are a distinct misfortune 
iu their absence from a place where 
life would not otherwise be unpleasant. 
They form, in the highest sense, au 
engineering problem of importance aud 
au attention to It soon will tend as 
much toward the smoothness with 
which canal construction can • proceed 
as many other matters .which now fill 
a greater place iu public regard. 
The 


city of Panama, too, stands in need of 
some effort along these I'nes, aud also 
does the caual zone itself, but In Colon, 
the port of entry for moit of the per-
